4 BRITS DEAD IN 
BASRA HORROR 


FOUR British soldiers were 
killed and three were badly 
hurt yesterday when their 
boat was blown up in Iraq. 

The troops were patrolling the 
Shatt Al Arab waterway off Basra 
when militiamen detonated a 


bomb as they passed. 


No details were released about the 


men’s identities as next of 


kin were 


still being contacted last night. 


Royal Marines have been 


guarding 


the waterway - the meeting point of 
the Euphrates and Tigris rivers - for 


three years. 


At least one of the injured men was 
said to be fighting for his life. 


Hospital 


The three injured men, believed to 
have been in a support boat, were evac- 
uated by helicopter to a field hospital 


at the nearby Shaibah base. 


British military spokesman Captain 
Tane Dunlop said explosives and 
weapons experts were examining the 
incident to determine exactly what 


had happened. 


It was unclear whether the device 
had been in the water or had been 


fired from the banks of 
the waterway. 

Captain Dunlop added: 
“The use of improvised 
explosive devices is very 
common in Iraq. 

“There have been a num- 
ber of such attacks in the 
Basra province and city.” 

Troops were last night 
trying to track down the 
attackers. 

Sources in Iraq said it 
was believed to be the 
first time that such an 
assault had been made on 
a boat patrol. 

Defence Secretary Des 
Browne said in a state- 
ment: “This terrible inci- 
dent reinforces in our 
minds the sacrifice made
